JS uas intervieved at the Floridan Hotel, Tampa, Florida, 
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where he was attending the convention of the Florida Trailercoach Dealers! 
Association, lr. DORR advised that he is the owner of the роз? TRAIL SALES 
with offices in Chicago, Illinois, Miami, Florida, Lonisville and Lexington, 
kentucky. Ho advised that his home is 1% Vest Eln Street, Chicago, Illinois, 
and that he also has a hone at 1225 1. 1]. 36th Street, Miami, Florida, where 
he is now living. He advised that he is planninz to return to Chicago for a 
short tine around November 1, 1947, but may not be able to leave Miami at that 
time because of business ties there. 


Кү. DORR stated that most of his business is transacted with 
race horse people who purchase his trailers in order to follow the races. He 
stated that he finances all sales where the buyer is unable to pay cash ror 
the trailers, 


Lr. DORR advised that he was personally acquainted with a 
RALPH PIERCE who was a subject in the original offense for which the subjects 
were tried several years ago. He stated that PISRCS was acquitted in court and 
that he was not then, and is not now acquainted with other subjects in this 
сазе, Mr, DORR claimed that two friends, whose names he could not recall, 
approached him in Chicago when the case involving subjects was under investi- 
gation and asked him to post 45,000. bail bond for the subjects. He claimed 
that he did not know if -this money was to go toward bond for all the subjects 
or toward bonding any one of the subjects. He claimed RALPH PI3BOE, the subject 
whom he knew, had nothing to do with the request for the шопеу and he didn't 
know if the money benefitted PIZRCE. Mr. DORR stated that he posted the $5,000. 
bail bond to accommodate the two friends, whose name he could not recall, and 
that the money was paid over in the office of a Chicago law firm. He claimed 
he could not recall the name of the law firm but believed the name of "BARBI" 
was the first name in the title of the firm. He claimed he could not renember 
who was present at the time of the delivery and to whom he delivered the money. 
He claimed he delivered the money in the form of a personal check drawn against 
a personal fund maintained in a bank at Charlestown, Indiana. He could not 
recall the date on which he posted the bond but stated that it was at the beginning 
of the case in which the subjects were involved. 


Lr. DORR claimed that he obtained a receipt as security for the 
попеу posted at the tine he delivered the uoney in the law firm of Chicago, He 
could not recall any details concerning the nature of the receipt or who signed 
tue receipt. He stated that upon conclusion of the trial of subjects, the money 
Ts repaid to him by a Surety Company. Не claimed tnat he couldn't recall the 
rome of the Surety Company or the exact method of repayment. Не did recall that 
rcpayment was by some sort of a check. Не claimed that only the principal was re- 
roid him and that he did not realize any profit or other benefit for the use of 


the money. 
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Гг. DORR claimed that he was not acquainted with an Attorney 
BERNSTEIN mentioned in referenccd teletype. Mr. PORR denied that he had ever 
posted any bond or paid out any money or rendered assistance in any manner 
to the subjects of this case, directly or indirectly, at any time except as 
Ses out previously in this report. Не denied any knowledge concerning the 
settlement of any tax cases in which the subjects were involved. He also 
denied that he knew anything concerning the parole of subjects or any 
negotiations concerning parole for subjects. He stated that he read in the 
Liami, Florida, newspapers where the subjects were out of prison, but stated 
that what he read in these newspapers constituted all he knew of this matter.

Mr. DCRR denied that he is or has been connected with or 
related to the subjects in any manner. He was definite in his statements 
that he did not know any of the subjects except PIERCE mentioned above, He 
claimed that he was a Chrysler and Plymouth automobile dealer in Chicago for 
many years and that he may have sold the subjects automobiles during that time. 
He claimed that he was not positive about this and would not elaborate on his 
statement in this regard. He admitted that he was positive that the subjects 
were in the rackets around Chicago but claimed he did not know the nature of 
the substantive violations in which the subjects were involved and for which 
they were later tried.

When interviewed, he refused to answer 
any questions concerning contribution of funds to settle the income tax claims 
against subjects. He did remark that occasionally a man in his position is called 
upon to do things he would prefer not to do but can not very well decline to do.
